year of the United States mint here, 
just ended, was a record breaker in 
the number of coins milled and dies 
struck, and the increase in the pro- 
duction 
was accomplished 
without 


any material increase in expenses ac- 
cording to the report made by Superin- 
tendent Laiidis, to the treasury de- 
partment at Washington. The coinage 
was 19 578.T6G pieces greater than the 
previous year an increase in medals 
of 7,032 pieces and an increase of 309 
dies. 


About $260,000,000 worth of coined 


bullion WM coined and weighed as fol- 
lows; Gold coin |56,000,COO; gold bul- 
lion $46,000,000. Silver bars 192.000,- 
00, silver bullion $29,000,000 besides 
this there was a large amount of sub- 
sidiary silver. Nickels and broze for 
the United States government 191, 
894,265 pieces were coined, for the 
provincial government of the Philip- 
pines 14,479,894 pieces; for the Colom- 
bian coverntnent 1,360.000 preces. and 
for the Venezuelan government 
pieces.
